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Graver Kidnaping Still Mystery 


The anticipated "dire" fi- 


nancial situation of the city 
of Dixon, expected at the out- 
set of the 1952-53 fiscal year, 
has failed to materialize. 


According to Mayor William Slot- 


hower, the city did not end the 
year in the. black. 
However, the 


red figure expected could not be 
considered 
disconcerting. 


At the start of the last fiscal 


year, Mayor 
Slothower antici- 


pated the city would wind up ap- 
proximately $30,000 in the hole. 
He based this grim prediction on 


the $404,484.65 appropriation ordi- 
nance passed by the city council. 
Slothower felt that if the 
city 


spent the entire appropriation, in- 
come would not stretch to meet 
the bills. 


However, after all financial 


committments for last year have 
been met, Dlxon finished with a 
deficit far less than anticipated. 
* * » 


Mayor Slothower said yesterday 


that he expected a deficit figure of 
$30,000 in the corporate fund alone. 


Dixon's corporate fund 
deficit 


was $25.047.94 less than the antici- 
pated figure. 


A final accounting showed the 


corporate fund only $4,952.06 in 
the red. 


»> * * 


The primary reason for the re- 


duced 
actual 
deficit, compared 


with the anticipated, is because 
the city council did not ipend all 
of the money it had originally ap- 
propriated. 


In fact, it spent about $31,000 


less during the 1952-58 fiscal 
year than it did in that of 1951- 
52. 


Slothower added that the spe- 


cial meter fund, which can be 
used to supplement the corpo- 
rate, showed a credit of $12,- 
153.75. 
Had that balance been 


used for corporate fund pur- 
poses, the corporate fund would 
have showed a black figure. 
* * * 


However, in 
the 
category of 


funds used for special purposes, 
the situation was not so stimulat- 
ing. Dixon is still facing the prob- 
lem of collecting and 
disposing 


ash-garbage wastes . . . without 
enough money to clear the year in 
the black. 


In this category, Dixon ended 


the last fiscal year $11,625.79 in 
the hole, or about twice as much 
in one special category as in the 
entire general fund. 


According to Slothower, the de- 


ficit includes the final payment 
toward the city's fill-in property 
purchased for the disposal of 
wastes. 


The bill last year was $8,000. 


However, with $8,000 more to 
work with in the fund, the city 
will not have enough to quit the 
1933-54 fiscal year in the black, 
Slothower said. 


* * * 


Dixon is already taxing citizens 


at the maximum rate allowed by 
law and still can't meet all of the 
costs. 


According to the mayor, garbage 


and ash disposal expenses have in- 
creased roughly $1,000 a year since 
the end of the war. 


Slothowcr reaffirmed his con- 


tention of months ago that at 
the present rate, if the city 
doesn't place an a d d i t i o n a l 
charge on ash disposal, it will 
have, to curtail some of Its serv- 
ices. 
* * * 


Dixon showed a credit in other 


special fund categories. 


Slothower emphasized that all of 


the bills during the last fiscal year 
have been paid and none were car- 
ried over to this year. 


However, one reason for this is 


the fact that Dixon spread a Pub- 
lic Service Co. payment of $11,- 
559.98 for the 1953-54 fiscal year 
over some of last year's bills in 
that the payment was made prior 
to the close of 1952-53. 


Slothower pointed out that the 


city had $16,294.13 less to work 
with last year because of the re-. 
duccd payments of the Public Serv- 
ice Co.. amounting to $12,000 less 
than the previous year.

strations, another top govern- 
ment official told the Allies 
they could pull out of the war 
if they wish. 


And staff officers put the finish 


ing touches on a truce agreement 
which could end nearly three years 
of fighting within a few days.

the Big Three have challenged 
Russia to say precisely what sort 
of treaty of independence it thinks 
Austria should have. 


The "notes from the U. S.. Brit-

In effect, they said Russia has 
objected to the West's proposed 
terms and hence 
should prove 


"good will" by laying its terms 
on the line. 


The U. S. note said it is nearly 


10 years since Austria was prom- 
ised freedom and 
independence 


and more than eight years since 
the end of World War II afforded 
opportunity to fulfill this promise. 


"The conclusion of an Austrian 


treaty," it said, "is not a ques- 
tion of procedure but rather of 
good will." 


This was a slap at Soviet Am- 


bassador Jacob Malik's boycott of 
a Big Four meeting in London 
last May 27. Malik said then the 
Austrian 
treaty 
considerations 


should be continued through diplo- 
matic channels. 


The British and French commu- 


nications were substantially the 
same with the U. S. note.

the United Nations now is "going 
to wash its hands of the Korean 
entanglement." 


Although not saying so outright, 


the 78-year-old President intimated 
an immediate defense pact would 
go a long way in winning him 
over. 


"If the U.S. government is ready 


to conclude a 
mutual security 


pact," Rhee wrote, "it will be a 
great encouragement to our people 
so long as it is not conditioned as 
it is, by so perilous an armistice." 


Cancel Leaves 


At the same time, the ROK de-

One of the most prized assets of 


a house is an attractive, weather- 
tight roof which offers fire safety 
and freedom from costly mainte- 
nance.

The importance of this action i 


explained by the fact that rats and 
flics are known to transmit mor 
than 20 diseases to people. 


Thus, health authorities recom 


mend galvanized steel 
garbag 


cans. These are rust-resistant and 
have close-fitting covers to keep 
out animals and insects. 


Even homes equipped with au 


tomatic refuse' disposers and in 
cinerators need these galvanized 
steel cans for storing such hard 
to-dispose-of items as bottles ant 
cans. 


Recognizing .that there are some 


times problenvsMn making the bes 
use of garbage cans, health au 
thorities offer the following tips 


1. Rinse the cans with cleai 


water at regular intervals to pre 
vent odors from accumulating. 


2. Mark cans and covers with a 


home's street number to deter loss 
or theft. 


3. Use more than one garbage 


can if necessary to avoid over 
loading, so that covers can be 
kept in place at all times.

First Step Needed in Polio 
Is to Make Early Diagnosis 


By EDWIN P. JOKDON. M. U. 


The most important step in the 


treatment of poliomyelitis is to 
make the diagnosis as early as 
possible. This is not always easy 
because the disease probably be- 
gins several days before there are 
any signs of paralysis. 


The symptoms during this early 


stage are often like those of any 
mild infection. 
Also, it must be 


emphasized that a good many 
people have the early symptoms 
but never get any paralysis nt all. 


As soon as a definite case has 


beed discovered the other mem- 
bers of the family should be ex- 
amined. 
When the diagnosis of 


polio has been made the patient 
usually should be treated in the 
hospital, because the best results 
are obtained when the medical 
care, nursing, physical 
therapy 


and other treatments are readily 
available, as they are in most 
hospitals. 


The patient with polio who deve- 


lops trouble with breathing requires 
special treatment with a respira- 
tor or iron lung. This is a serious 
complication, of course, but many 
recover completely, often without 
any paralysis at all. 


No two victims of polio are ex- 


actly alike. 
Experience, 
judg- 


ment and skill arc required to get 
the .best results from treatment. 
The physician, of course, should 
be in general charge of the meas- 


ures which are undertaken. 


Rest, relaxation and muscular 


training later are Important. Pro- 
per nursing care is invaluable, as 
are measures to combat the muscle 
spasm which accompanies the ear- 
ly stages of poliomyelitis. Hot. we 
packs help to relieve the pain and 
skin tenderness which often ac 
company the disease. 


When poliomyelitis strikes it is 


important first that the pntient be 
put to bed as soon as possible. A 
person who has an acute illness 
especially at a time when polio 
myelitis 
is 
around, should be 


placed in bed at once, regardless 
of how trivial the illness may ap- 
pear to be. 


INDIGESTION IS SIGN 


An attack of indigestion, a head 


cold, fever, or headache may mean 
that the disease 
is developing. 


Those who have tried to continue 
normal activity after the appear 
ance of such warning signs run the 
risk of developing the disease in a 
more serious form. 


The treatment of early polio- 


myelitis has greatly improved and 
will doubtless continue to do so. 
To get the best results, early 
symptoms should not be ignored 
and attention should be obtained 
right away if suspicious signs de- 
i-elop.
